The 
Unisbing apparatus with its glory 
holes are near tbe plat-form and from 
them bottles can be quickly taken to 
tbe tempering ovens on each side of 
the room. The doors at, the east open 
to a biding where the finished product 
can be loaded into cars for shipment. 


An opening into the tank is large 
enough to admit the sand,soda-ash and 
lime from the batch room where it, is 
mixed and here a good view of the in- 
icrioi of the tank can be obtained. 
The door is opened, tbe man at the 
lever controlling the gas moves it to 
one side, a hot blast, rolls over the bil- 
tuws of molten material, brightening 
if possible the light, which comes 
through tte opening. The tank was 
utmost full when a ~representative of 
THE AGE looked in at that hole Sat- 
urday afternoon, and it will be kept 
iilied until the cud uf tbe lire. 
The process of making bottles re- 
quires skill. A little door in the fur- 
nace is opened, the blower draws a 
lump of tbe molten mass through the 
rinse and tossing it quickly on a table 
rolls it until it has reached the exact 
consistency.

Elevator Burned.

oa the building and its contents is es- 
timated at $225.000. The fire was pre- 
ceded by a load explosion and the

overthrow of Moro power was not ac- 
complished without severe loss to tho 
Americans. One officer and seven, en- 
listed men were killed, while four offi- 
cers and 39 enlisted mea were 
-wounded- 


After the 84 Moros who survived 


the assault had marched oat of the 
fort, eight others, who were concealed 
there, made an unsuccessful break for 
liberty. Some of .the Moro wounded 
tried to stab the American soldiers 
who were succoring them. It is Im- 
possible to give the total of Moro 
dead, as a number of them are lying 
in the tall grass. The fort was da- 
fended by 300 men. Its capture save* 
a siege, and it would have been impos- 
sible to'carry the position without 
scaling ladders. General Davis fur- 
ther reports his intention of retaining 
his prisoners until the few adjacent 
Sloro forts are occupied- Then, with, 
the consent of General Chaffee. It* 
will retain 10 of his principal captlres 
as hostages and release the others. 


The American forces who attacked 


the forts numbered 470 men and four 
mountain guns. It rained hard during 
the night preceding the attack and 
the men were without blankets. The 
flames burst through the roof on two j batterr fired izo rounds at a range of 
siaes of the building. Before the first 
of the fire-fighting apparatus arrived 
the whole top of the eievator was on 
Sre.
